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INTRODUCTION 

On March 7th of 2019 
Biblioteca Nacional Aruba 

launched its digital collections 
platform. 

As of June 2019, this resource, 
developed in partnership (and 
hosted by) the Internet 
Archive, holds over 1000 
publications and over 2000 
audiovisual items, including 
dozens of borrowable and/or 
freely readable e-books on 
local topics, mostly in the local 
language Papiamento. 

These publications, which span 
over 440 years (1577-2019), 
have all been digitized in- 
house. These books are, 
almost without exception, titles 
that are not available in any 
commercial e-book subscription 
database, for reasons of scale, 
audience, and/or language: 

1. most books published on 
Aruba or about Aruba have 
been published in limited 
runs/small numbers or have 
become very rare. 

2. collections housed in island 
libraries, especially when 
they contain rare texts/ 
materials have a very big 
logistical and geographical 
disadvantage: traditionally, 
one had to travel to access 
them. 

With this new platform, 
researchers from across the 
globe—including Arubans 
studying in Europe, Canada, 
the USA and the 
Latin/Caribbean region—will 
have easy access to "their" 
materials, readily available, 
through browsing and full text 
search 24/7.
